Despite the rapid advance made 
along all lines in the education of 
the school children of the Common­ 
wealth salaries of teachers in rural 
schools have not kept pace, accord­ 
ing to a survey recently completed 
by the Dejiartment of Public In­ 
struction. 
The survey showed that the typi­ 
cal 
teacher 
in 
one-room 
rural 
schools receives a salary of $600 a 
term. This Is at the rate of $100 
a month for an eight-month term, 
the minimum required "by law. 
$H00 Salaries 
Of the 7084 teachers whose rec­ 
ords were studi«*d, approximately 
75 per cent, received a salary of 
$800 or less. 
In the majority of the 
cases no distinction was made as 
to sex. m arital conditions or prepa­ 
ration of H i p teacher in determ in­ 
ing the salary paid 
Included in the total number of 
teachers studied was a group of l«?no 
who received $675 for the term. 
This. officials pointed out, is the 
equivalent of $2.25 a day when put 
on a salary basis and not in keep­ 
ing with that paid skilled mechanics 
in industry. 
IW'tter Teachers 
In order that the pupils in the 
rural schools may have the ad­ 
vantage of a well-trained corps of 
teachers, officials are anxious that 
.salaries paid be sufficiently attrac­ 
tive to get the services of well- 
qualifled Instructors. 
While the survey showed that the 
large majority of rural teachers re­ 
ceive salaries under $800 a year, 
there were a few in the better-paid 
classifications 
One group of 600 
received $900 a year. 300 received 
$1000 each, fifty-six were paid at the 
rate of $1200. Only one 
in 
the 
group was rated at $2400 and an­ 
other at $2500

CUBAN CROWERS 
SEEKING MARKET 


Will Turn Sugar Into Indus­ 
trial Alcohol For 
Motor Fuel.

Havana < API—Cuban cane grow­ 
ers, with an over abundant output 
of sugar on their hands and 
a 
scarcity of markets for it, are again 
trying to find a cure for their busi­ 
ness ills by reviving the industrial 
alcohol industry/ once one of the 
most important on the island. 
Although Cuba has always had 
plenty of potable alcohol, there was 
a time in the world war days when 
f turned its energies to the pro­ 
duction of industrial alcohol for 


fuel, to relieve a scarcity of gaso­ 
line, then selling as high as 60 
cents a gallon, It is recalled that 
alcohol as a motor fuel gave more 
mileage than gasoline and that it 
sold then for 19 cents a gallon. 
Revive Industry 
% 
It is argued that these conditions 
could be approximated by a revival 
of the industry and that the surplus 
over domestic consumption could 
be sold in England, Prance and 
Spain. 
The industry met a sudden death 
after the war when powerful Ameri­ 
can interests bought up, at prices 
which cuban manufacturers ^ouiu 
not pay, the molasses from which 
the 
alcohol 
was 
extracted. The 
molasses was sold 
to makers of 
j clandestine alcohol in the United 
States and. deprived of its raw 
material, the C u b a n industry 
perished. 
The government is helping the 
movement to revive the business
